MOSCOW RIOTS 
COST MILLIONS. 


GERMAN SHIPS ARE WRECKED 
AND MANY BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED. 


PETROGRAD (via London) June 
21, 12:40 a.m. — Moscow suffered 
damage to the extent of $20,000,- 
000 during the recent anti-German 
demonstrations, in which nearly 509 
stores and factories and more than 
200 private lodgings were wrecked. 
The mobs turned the city into wild 
disorder, according to eyewitnesses. 
The rioters, heated with liquor, 
which they found in demolished wine 
stores, became reckless in their pil- 
laging, setting fire to and destroying 
many stores and apartments, the 
owners,of which were Russians. Of 
the total number of buildings de- 
stroyed only 113 belonged to Austro- 
German subjects. 


The demonstrations began early 
June 9 and lasted more than twenty- 
four hours. 

The Moscow Council, at a meeting 
held on June 10, took measures to 
quell the disorders and prevent a 
repetition of the rioting.

Character of Horatio Parker, Ry Whose 


- “Fairyland” is to Be Given Here, Teaches Lesson in 


Details of Music. 


ORATIO PARKER has come and 
I] he has seen and incidentally he 

is well satisfied; whether, lke 
Caesar, he will also conquer in this 
particular instance will remain an un- 
answered question, definitely speak- 
ing, until the production of 
“Fairyland.” The fates fa- 
vorably inclined, for they are smiling 
on the preparations for the giving 
of the $10,000 prize opera, with 
its big polyphonic bursts 
of beautiful harmony and melody, 
massive choral passages and oppor- 
tunities for surpassing scenic and 
dramatic effects. The performance 
promises to be presented in a manner 
rarely excelled. Marvelous work has 
been done by principals, chorus and 
orchestra in mastering the exacting 
difficuities of the composition, and 
this is why Mr. Parker is well satis- 
fied with what he hag seen—or, per- 
haps, more correctiwW heard. 
Meanwhile when not busy attend- 
ing rehearsals, he is enjoying Califor- 
nia. This is his first visit to the Coast 
and he is very much taken with the 
country.’ The best proof of this is 
that he says he likes it, and when 
Mr. Parker says a thing he doesn’t do 
it to be accommodating: it is because 
he means it The same is true of his 
music, 
If you have ever seen him write 
a few measures in some change he 
might happen to be making in the 
“Fairyland” score (and the oppor- 
tunities for witnessing this are few 
because the changes have been few) 
you will realize the certainty with 
which he works. In fine, clean, accu- 
rate outlines the notes appear from 
the end of his pen almost as if by 
magic. And the lines and dots and 
dashes in the “Fairyland” score run 
up into the millions, for there are 
three huge books, one for each act, 
and every one larger than a Standard 
Oll ledger. It took only a year and 
a half for Mr. Parker to complete the 
orchestral score of the three-act 
opera, and the magnitude of the task 
can be when it is considered 
that the greater part of this time he 
was also conducting his work as dean 
of music at Yale University, a posi- 
tion he has occupied for twenty years. 
It so happens that this manuscript 
score, which is a remarkable example 
of neatness and art purely from «4 
caligraphic standpoint, is the only one 
in existence, and if the book for one’ 
of the acts and the orchestral parts 
were lost it would take some months 
to replace it. Mr. Parker says he 


could do this, and although there 
would naturally be some variation in 
the details of the work, there would 
be no change in its general

great stress. “There is only one way 
to greatness, and that is the way of 
hard work,” he says. “Nobody has 
ever found any substitute for it thus 
far, and although Americans may 
seek to do so, they will be 


successful in the effort.” 

It might be said that Mr. Parker 
carries his belief in the absolute 
necessity for thoroughness to its uwl- 
timate conclusion when he insists 
that every great composer felt the in- 
fluence of all the music that ap- 
peared before his time, as well as 
that which was contemporaneous. 
He points to Strauss and Debussey, 
who although they represent diver-: 
gent modern tendencies in their ulti- 
mate development, yet each pro- 
nouncedly showed classical influence 
in his early compositions. 
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Tt fe from the fact that he has 
given such a thorough study to music 
in all its different phases that Mr. 


Parker is able to deal with such mas- | 


sive and complex material in har- 
mony, instrumentation, ete» It must 
not be, concluded, however, that sim- 
plicity is foreign to him. There are 
many passages in his work which 
have something almost of the quality 
of the folk song about them. 

Incidentally he has worked in many 
varied forma. Choral compositions 
aplenty he has to his credit, and per- 
haps his greatest popularity has been 
gained in this instance. There are 
instrumental] pieces ag well. There is 
a symphony, for instance, a string 
quartette, a string quintette, symphony 
poems, among many other things. 

His oratorio, the “Hora Novissima,” 
is one of the best known in his opus 
list. It has been given extensively in 
this country and in Europe. Mr. 
Parker spoke of receiving a letter re- 
cently, telling of its production in 
Holland. Several other works, like 
the “Wanderer’s Psaim,” “Legend of 
Saint Christopher” and the “Star Song” 
have been given in England. His opus 
numbers include now about eighty, 
and there are many compositions 
which have not been listed. 

The American spirit has hovered 
over the whole of Mr. Parker's life. 
I think it is strongly visible in his 
working methods and perhaps even 
in hie music. It will take the histori- 
cal perspective effectively to demon- 
strate the latter, for if, the music 
truly expresses the American spirit as 
it exists now in concrete form it will 
survive, just as the art works which 
have been the truest expression of 
their age and spirit of that age have 
survived the acid test of time.

He is 
recognized as one of the very fore- 
most of the country’s composers, and | 
has achieved the unique distinction of 
winning the only two important prizes 
ever offered in this country for an 
opera by an American composer.

He declares that the ma- 
terial which has come under his die 
rection has shown a remarkable and 
steady improvement in q during 
the years he has taught the uni- ~ 
versity.

“Salvation is universal and took in 
the Ninevite as well as the Iraelite. 
The chief purpose of the book was to 
teach that while God had called the 
Jews to make an ifmportant moral and 
religious contribution to the world's 
progress and redemption, he did not 
call them to exclusiveness, provincial- 
ism or self-righteousness. 

“The lessons of the book of Jonah 
are much needed today. There is too 
much of the Jonsh spirit among the 
nations which leads the stronger one 
to feel divinely called of God to de- 
stroy or dominate the weaker nation, 
on the plea that the eu or strength 
is an evidence of moral and intellec- 
tual superiority. 

“A proper view of the nations of 
the earth will show that each may 
learn something from the other. An 
appreciation of the merits of other 
peoples is necessary to check the van- 
itv of national egoism.

IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 
CORRECTIONS IN LITERAL TRANSLA- 
TION OF THE BIBLE HELP US IN 
SOLVING MANY 

Dr. John Balcom Shaw, preaching 
in Immanuel Church, last evening 
took for his subject, “Must we take 
the Bermon on the Mount Literal- 
ly?” The following ts a summary of 
the answer he gave: 

“Edmund Burke pronounced the 
Sermon.on the Mount the greatest 
state’s paper ever issued, and when 
judged by its spirit, ideals, literary 
form, and underlying principles, such 
an estimate of it ig thoroughly war- 
ranted. But is it practical? is the 
mooted question. As to most of its 
sayings all people are pretty generally 
agreed. No one, for example, dissents 
from the statement of the Beatitudes, 
nor from its deliverances as to alms- 
giving, prayer and obedience of life, 
nor from its insistence that the viola- 
tion of any commané@ment is primar- 
ily an inward attitude rather than an 
outward act. But it is the extreme 
sayings of the sermon that divide 
people into differing schools. There 
are four of these utterances that may 
be taken a® typical, namely, “Resist 
not evil.” “Take no thought for the 
morrow.” “Love your enemies” and 
“Judge not.” What are we to do with 


hese? 
“Some ons in translation 
and traditional tnterpretation will give 
us a good degree of initial help in 
answering this question. We should 
read not, “Resist not evil,” but “Resist 
not the evil one,” which throws a new 
light upon this oceult saying. We are 
to oppose evil, but we are not to treat 
an evil doer who plots against us in 
his kind. “Take no thought for the 
morrow” should be “Re not anxious 
about tomorrow,” which quite re-

anced. “Love your enemies,” does not 
needs enjoin ue to like them. Loving 
and liking are totally different things. 
We may will to love another, but lik- 
ing another is involuntary. Loving 
signifies our attitude while liking im- 
plies affinity. When Christ bids us 
love our enemies he tells us to take 
a kindly attitude to them. And 
“Judge not” does not forbid our form- 
ing a discriminating estimate of an- 
other. That we cannot help doing. 
lt means that we are not to be cen- 
sorious or critical but always charit- 
able toward our fellows. 

“With these connections made it 
becomes far easier to answer our 
question. The only saying that re- 
mains at all perplexing is “Resist not 
the evil one,” and, upon the whole, it 
seems better to emphasize the prin- 
ciple it embodies rather than the cir- 
cumstances under which it is here ap- 


plied. Smiting on the face, being 
asked to go a mile, or having’a coat 
taken are, as I understand mere 


incidents that might to the people 
of that day serve to point out the 
principle Jesus was insisting upon. 
That principle was love, and what 
Jesus was commanding was the 
exercise of a true tove to an enemy. 
He was recommending to His dis- 
ciples for all time “the law of love 
and love as a law.”
